The Government of Israel wished to 
make it clear, Mr. Sharett added, that 
while complying with the Security 
Council's directions, it reserved fully 
what it held to be Israel's inahenabic 
to bring the Hula dramage project 
a successful conclusion.

Mr. Morrison’s Advice

| BONN 
Mr. Herbert Morrison, the British 
Forcign Secretary, said in Bonn on Mon- 
day that although he did not like the 
success of the neo-Nazi candidates in the 


recent elections in Lower Saxony, he did . 


not think that. the importance of ihis 
development ought to be exaggerated. 

Now that the German people had 
democracy, added Mr. Morrison, they 
should not fear to defend it. He felt 
i was their duty to prevent a recurrence 
of the unpleasant events before the 
war. 

Mr. McCloy, the American High 
Commissioner in Germany, also referred 
to the Nazi revival alt a press conference 
in Frankfort on Tuesday. The emergence 
of the neo-Nazis, he said, proved the 
first real test of the vigour of German 
democracy, It was for the Federal 
Government, and even more for public 
opimon, to find proper means of dealing 
with these people.

Much surprise has been caused in 
Jewish circles here by the report that 
Dr. Waldemar Lemz. pre-war corre- 
spondent in Rome of the VOELKISCHER 
BeopaCHTer, has been a repre- 
sentative of the West German Broadcast- 
ing Station. 

Lentz was for many years a prominent 
Nazi journalist and while representing 
his paper in Warsaw, before the ont- 
break of the Second World War, did not 
disguise his admiration for Huler and 
the Nazi régime.

During the past week he has again 
received a warm welcome in a number 
of American cities. At Cleveland, he 
was given an enthusiastic recepuion al 
the City Hall where he addressed 10,000 
people. In Boston, Mr. Ben-Guron 
addressed nearly 20,000 people at a mect- 
ing in support of the Israeli bond drive. 
He was described by the Governor of 
Massachusetts, Mr. Paul Dever, as one of 
the world’s great statesmen. 

The Premier also visited Branders 
University where he urged the. studenis 
to “come to Israel and create a new 
civilisation.” In Detroit, Mr. Ben-Gurion 
paid a visit to the Ford and Kaiser 
factories. In Chicago, he addressed 1.300 
officials of the various Jewish fund- 
raising organisations. 


“BAR GERMANS’ 
CALL 
Immigration Fight 
in Australia

SYDNEY 
' With the newly elected Federal 
Parliament due to meet for the first 
time on June 12, anti-fascist groups in 
Australia are preparing to intensifs 
their campaign to persuade the Govern- 
ment to change its policy of admitting 
large numbers of Germans into the 
Commonwealth. The Government, 
according to Mr. Holt, the Immigration 
Minister, plans to admit 25,000 Ger- 
mans within four years. 

Several Labour M.P.s, alarmed at the 
recent election success of the neo-Nazi 
party im Germany and at the possibility 
of ex-Nazis entering Australia, have 
announced that they will raise the immi- 
gration question in Parliament as soon 
as it begins its new session. At the same 
time, Dr. Evatt, Deputy Leader of the 
Opposition, has stated that the success 
of Remer’s. Socialist Reich Party fully 
justified the fears of Australhans who 
were opposed to the large-scale entry of 
Germans. 

The Executive Council of Australian 
Jewry is also continuing its fight against 
German immigration. 


ALLEGED BAN ON YIDDISH 
IN ISRAEL

The resolution noted with “ pain and 
chagrin” that no Yiddish daily news- 
paper was allowed to be published in 
Israci, that no Yiddish was. taught in 
schools, and that Yiddish artists were not 
permitted to perform in theatres. It 
alleged that the atiitude of ahe Israeli 
authorities had deprived 100,000 Jews of 
their elementary right to express them- 
selves in Yiddish. 

At the annual conference of the Yid- 
dish Cultural Congress, held shortly 
before the protest meeting it was 
decided to send a delegation to Mr. Ben- 
Gurion to discuss the alleged ban.

HUMAN RIGHTS COMMISSION

GENEVA 

The United Nations Commission on 
Human Rights ended its seventh session 
here on Saturday without taking final 
action on the right of individuals and 
non-governmental organisations to file 
petitions against violations of the pro- 

sed International Covenant on Human 
Ri hts. The matter will be discussed at 
a later date, possibly by the Economic 
and Socia! Council. 

Durin the Commission's debate, 
several delegates supported a Uruguayan 
proposal calling for the appoiniment of 
a U.N. Attorney-General empowered to 
examine complaints of alleged violations 
of.the Covenant submitted by individuals 
and organisations. But there was also 
support for a suggestion that such com- 
plaints should be addressed to the Secre- 
tary of the Human Rights Commitice, the 
body authorised to implement the provi- 
sions of the Covenant. 

An Indian proposal to entbody in_ the 
draft Covenant a section giving indi- 


Viduals and organisations the right of 
petition was rejected by ten votes to 
seven. A Guatemalan compromise plan 
suggesting that the principle of the right 
of individual petition be writien into the 
Covenant, while details should be dratted 
in a separate protocol, was also defeated. 
Action on an American proposal suggest- 
ing that the whole question of the right 
of petition be dealt with in a separate 
protocol was deferred. 

The Commission approved a number 
of provisions intended to strengthen the 
proposed Covenant. One provides for

The seven Nazi war criminals 
under sentence of death at Landsberg 
Prison are expected to be executed 
within the next few days. Their 
relatives have been informed that they 
may visit the prisoners for the last 
to-morrow. 

The order which held up the execution 
of the war criminals was revoked this 
week by the American authorities. And 
President Truman has rejected a lasi- 
minute appeal for clemency on behalf 
of the prisoners. Several other appeals 
have recently been rejected by American 
courts,

Chief Rabbi on “Z” 
Reservists 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Ex-Servicemen in the community 
who were endeavouring to dissuade 
Class “ Z™” Reservists from reporting 
for duty were strongly denounced by 
the Chief Rabbi, at the ninth con- 
ference of Anglo-Jewish Preachers. 

The conference, which was held in 
the Joseph Freedman Hall of the 
Golders Green Synagogue, London, 
N.W., ended on Thursday of last week. 
A report of the earlier sessions appeared 
in our issue last week. 

Rabbi Brodie recalled that at a recent 
service of consecration of the national 
gandard of Ajex he had deplored the 
rearmamem of both Eastern and Western 
Germany. At the same time he had 
also referred to the release of war 
cominals. He wanted to emphasise that 
whatever they feh about the rearmament 
of Germany—and they were entitled as 


citizens of this country to criticise the 


Governmem as any other citizens were 
—no statement should be tolerated from 
any Jewish organisation which would 
encourage any r of their com- 
munity to be disloyal. 

He had heard, said: the Chief Rabbi, 
that some of their ex-Servicemen had 
been taking part im a Campaign to ask 
“7” men not to repon for duty. He 
did not think that that was a general 
sort of anti-Nazi rearmamem campaign. 
Buc he was given to understand that, 
oerticularly in one provincial city. a num- 
her of ex-Servicemen were endeavouring 
10 suggest that men called up under the 
“7” scheme should refuse to report 
That was something which they mus pot 
oountenance at any cos. 


Status of Ministers 


In hss toncluding remarks Rabbi 
Brodie made a spirited attack on those 
in the communmy who were casing 
aspersions on the intellectual and mora! 
stature of the Anglo-Jewish ministry. 
appalled him to think, said the Chief 
Rabbi. that there were still communities 
bere whose leaders seemed [to ir¢eat the 
minister m a manner which displayed 
crass stupidity and even crucky,. 
ime had come for them as a body to 
show the community not only what they 
were capable of doing as interpreters of 
Judaism, but as a corporate body to 
assert their rights, their dignities, and 
therr status. 

in that connection he was giad to 
know that in London the ministers asso- 
cated with the United Synagogue had 
formed themselves into a group recog- 
msed and to be reckoned with by the 
Hon. Officers of the United Synagogue. 
Things had been done during the course 
of the last two years by the latter body 
and by other communities which did 
account {0 a certain extent for the 
decision of some of their. colleagues to 
ave ther kith and kin, break their 
roots, and go to other lands. 

On Wednesday morning Rabbi Dr. A. 
Altmann, Communal Rabbi of Manches- 
ier, gave an address on “ The Modern 
Analysis of Path.” The Haham, Rabbi 
Dr. S. Gaon, presided. 

Fauh, said Dr. Altmann, was not 
M™Mere'y an intellectual act nor merely an 
imaginative one, M was a response by 
mans whole being to his skuation as

When addressing their congregants 
they had to realise that a decision on 
faxh could not be avoided.

REVIVAL OF NAZISM 


A.J.A. Supports Deputies’ 
Resolution 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Support for the Board of Deputies’ 

resolution, expressing concern at the 
revival of Nazism in Germany and 
asking the British Government to take 
appropriate action, was voiced at a 
meeting of the Council of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association at Woburn House, 
Loadon, on Monday. 
_ Mp. Neville Laski, K.C., who presided 
im the absence of the President, the Hon. 
Ewen E.S. Montagu, C.B.E., K.C., quoted 
the resolution on the revival of Nazism in 
Germany which had been passed by the 
Board of Deputies at its mecting on 
Sunday and the remarks reported to have 
been made by the Foreign Secretary, Mr. 
Morrison, and said he was sure that the 
Council would like to identify itself with 
the Board's resolution. 

Mr. Rowland Landman, who presented 
the report of the Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee, said that no news had been received 
to allay their anxiety on the position in 
Iraq. They had asked the British 
Government to use Ks good offices with 
the Iraqi Government to make provision 
for the unfreezing of funds belonging 
to the Jews in Iraq who had registered 
for emigration and Jews living outside 
that country, particularly in Britain, who 
were now without any means of support. 
The action of the Iraqi Government, he 
added, was contrury to international law. 


Letter to Foreign Office 


Referring to Germany, Mr. Landman 
said that a letter had been seni to the 
Foreign Office expressing concern at 
the possibility of the film “ Oliver 
Twist ” being shown in Germany. There 
was no objection, he said, to the film 
being shown in a democratic couniry, 
but there was evidence that Nazism had 
riot been eradicated from Germany. 

Mr. Landman also drew attention to 
the so-called “ Emergency Jewish Com- 
mittee Against German Rearmament and 
the Release of the War Criminals ” 
which had met recently. The Committee, 
he said, was associated neither with the 
A.J.A. nor, as far as he was aware, with 
the Board of Deputies. 

Speaking of restitution, Mr. Landman 
said that Jewish organisations interésted 
in that problem had been concerned by 
Suggestions that an agreement between 
Germany and the Western Powers might 
place all restitution matters. under 
German jurisdicuon. A deputation had 
seen Lord Henderson, Under-Secretary 
for Foreign’ Affairs, and had received 
satisfactory assurances.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


~The Wisdom of 
Contentment 


Ben Zoma said: “, .. Who is rich? 


He who rejoices in his portion.” 
Ethics iv, 1, 


EN ZOMA'S famous aphorism 

is not aimed against ambition 

as such. Provided that a man’s 
aspirations are directed towards social 
aims, provided that, in his eagerness 
for a better and richer life, he does 
not use others as pawns in a selfish 
game of his own, a man’s ambition 
can be innocent and may even be a 
force for good. Ben Zoma does not 
advise a man to be satisfied with his 
portion, but to rejoice in ‘i—quite a 
different thing. There is a certain 
kind of restlessness, a divine dis- 
content with present conditions and 
a longing to bring about a better state 
of affairs, without which all progress 
would be impossible. 

What Ben Zoma does counsel is 
the cultivation of the serenity of mind 
that enables a man to take the trials 
and tribulations of life in his stride. 
to face his disappoimtments and mis- 
fortunes philosophically and = avoid 
feeling frustrated when the world 
does not give him what he imagines 
to be his due. This teaching was 
finely underlined by the _ great 
thirteenth-century Jewish teacher. 
Jacob Anatoli, who, preaching the 
wisdom of contentment, said: “If a 
man cannot get what he wants, he 
ought to want what he can get.” 


[S this a counsel of perfection? Is 

it really possible for a man so to 
attune himself to life that he can face 
all its vicissitudes with equanimity ? 
Ben Zoma gives the answer. “He 
who rejoices in. portion” 
bechelko, the man who believes that 
his life is a God-given portion, who 
believes, with the rabbis, that a man 
cannot touch that which is destined 
for his neighbour-—-that man can find 
the blessing of tranquillity. The ideal 
Jew faces life’s misfortunes, not as 
the stoic whose indifference to suffer- 
ing is born of scepticism and black 
despair, nor as the man of little faith 
who becomes crushed under the 
burden of pain, but as the saint who 
exclaims: “ Whatever God doeth is 
for the best.” 

Ben Zoma is careful, however, to 
say. He who rejoices.in Ais portion.” 
if contentment is a. virtue when 
apphed to ourselves, it is a vice when 
exercised on behalf of others. Even 
if we are great enough meekly to 
accept our own sufferings, we ought 
never to remain unmoved at the con- 
templation of the miseries of others. 


The Jewish ideal is that of Moses, 
who wore himself out with the burden 
of his people, who in his bold plead- 
ing on their behalf dared the wrath 
of the Almighty Himself, 

We ought first, taught a great 
Jewish moralist, to be concerned with 
the material lot of others. Next we 
ought to show discontent with our 
own spiritual life. Then we can 
express dissatisfaction with our own 
material success. Only then, and 
even so rarely, are we justified in 
being discontented with the spiritual 
progress of others. 


YET the need for contentment does 

not apply only to our material 
position in life. The Chassidim, with 
profound insight into _ religious 
psychology, taught that for a man to 
find peace of mind he must learn to 
have patience in his desire to storm 
the citadel of saintliness and intel- 
lectual attainment. While man must 
ever strive for spiritual and moral 
improvement as well as for intel- 
lectual prowess, he must be aware of 
his limitations and not attempt the 
impossible. 

The saintly Chofetz Chavim used 
to say: “When I am called before 
the Heavenly Tribunal to give an 
account of my life, L shall not be 
called upon to explain why I was not 
another Moses, but why | was not 
myself.” Every man has his own 
ladder upon which he can climb to 
heaven, his own sphere of activity, 
determined by environment, his native 
talents and innumerable other factors, 
beyond which he cannot go, but 
within which he can acquire greatness. 
It is the jovous acceptance of this that 
Ben Zoma counsels. The way te 
mental health is to adopt the teaching 
of this ancient sage and rejoice in our 
God-given share of the precious gift 
of life.

& trial period of three years, beginning from the 
acceptance of this proposal by the Board.” 

The Executive Commitice of the 
Board, added Dr. Cohen, recommended 
the holding of a special meeting in June 
for the embodiment in the Board's Con- 
stitution of the first three clauses of the 
agreement and for the adoption, at the 
next ordinary meeting of the Board in 
June, of a resolution giving effect to the 
fourth clause of the agreement. 

Dr. Cohen said that it was a painful 
experience when, two years ago, the 
Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue with- 
drew its representation. Kk could not be 
forgotten that the synagogue was the 

arem body of the Board, and thal the 

oard originated from a commitice st 
up by the synagogue in 1760. 


Fears of “ Caucus” 


Whether justified or not, added the 
President. a had = grown 
among the representatives of the Spanish 
‘and Portuguese Synagogue and others 
that the Board was losing, or had lost, 
its freedom of action, that a caucus 
exisied within the Board which was able 
by devious methods to pack the com- 
mies and that the caucus was con- 
trolied by Great Russell Srrect. He 
had poimmed out that fears this 
ground were cxaggerated, but they wiscly 
determined that each should hold their 
opinions on this matter and to try to lay 
down principles which would 
to both sides. 

The question had been frankly asked. 
he went on, what would happen if a 
large majority of the Board were in 
favour of joining an outside organisation 
-~—the World Jewish Congress had been 
mentioned in this regard. The Board's 
négotiators argued that u would be 
wrong to bind the Board so tightly that 
it would not be possible without chang- 
ing the Constitution of the Board even 
to discuss such a question. They had 
come to an agreement that the Board 
should have the right to discuss such a 
question, but that the conditions govern- 
ing the debate should be more stringent 
than those of an ‘ordinary meeting of 
the Board. 

This agreemem, said the President, was 
acceptable not only to the Spanish and 
Portuguese Synagoguc. but also to the 
Liberal and Reform congregations. 


After Messrs. Norman Jacoss (Man-

“In view of the difficulty of finding any 
solution to the problem of Marriage Secretaries 
lor such synagogues which would bring lasting 
agreement within the Board, and be recognised 
as honourable to both sides of the disputc, the 
Board declares that it would regard Parliamen- 
tary legidation as a satisfactory means of achiev- 
ing this purpose, and would not oppose it.” 

He would lay the whole story of the 
negotiations before the Board, said Dr. 
Cohen, and he appealed to the Deputies 
as Jews and Engiishmen to wan unti! 
they had the full ewidence before they 
pronounced judemem. In discussing 
Marriage Secretaries they had tried to 
make the other side understand . that 
when the Orthodox Jews said that it was 
impossible for them to do what was 
being requested they were not showing 
a spirt of iniolerance bul were actuaied 
by deep religious motives.

They had. he continued. tried very 
hard to find a formula acceptable to 
both sides; and had come toan agreement 
that the best method wou'd be for the 
Liberal Synagogues to attain their object 
through Parliamentary legis-ation if they 
so desired. The Liberals had put for- 
ward a formula asking that the Board 
should sponsor such legislation, but the 
Board could not accept this The 
Liberals then suggested the alternative 
that the Board should not oppose if they 
(the Liberals) decided. to go to Parlia- 
ment. This was later modified to mect 
the views of the Board. 

Two further issues arose, said Dr. 
Cohen. They had to decide in what 
form they would recognise the Liberals 
in order that they should return to the 


Board. The Liberals wanted to insert 
the phrase “Judaism im “iss Liberal 
form.” He pointed out ‘that there were 


theological implications in such a phrase. 


which raised insuperable differences 
After quoting from the minutes of the 
negouating committee, Dr. Cohen sand 
that he very much deplored a remark 
made by Dr. Bernard Homa which 
forced the representatives of the Libera] 
Synagogues to attach exireme importance 
to what was meant by “ Congregation 
of Jews.” Colonel L. H. Gluckstein had

ting purposes, and Dr. Homa had 
* “ If you think 50, yes. 

(the President) had then undertaken 
to obtain an authoritative opinion. He 
wrote to the Chief Rabbi on April 3 
and pointed out that the Liberal repre- 
sematives were under the impression that 
a congregation was instituted for reli- 
gious purposes but that they were not 
sure that all the members of the Board 
attached that religious significance to 

The Chief Rabbi had replied on 
April 10 stating that as the phrase stood 
in the comext of the Clause of the 
Board's Constitution, undoubtedly had 
a religious connotation and applied to a 
body men and women met for reli- 
gious purposes. In general, however, 
added the Chief Rabbi. the phrase 
“Congregation of Jews” would be 
described by the term Kehilla kedosha 
and would not include any assembly ol 
Jews which repudiated the authority of 
the Torah. 


A New Formula 


The Chief Rabbi's reply was. sem [to 
Col. Gluckstein through Mr. Percy 
Cohen. Col. Glucksicin replied that the 
Council. of Liberal and Progressive 
Synagogues had agreed to accem the 
new formula. The whole issuc, said Dr. 
Cohen, arose through the act of Dr. 
Homa. 

Another letter was reccived from the 
Chief Rabbi. Dr. Cohen wen on, in 
which Rabbi Brodic had said mat in 
view of the possible interpretation of 
his advice, he wished to state that the 
words “ met for reigious purposes " in 


the. context of the deciaration were 
unacceptable because whhouwt further 
delimuation they would convey the 


impression that the Liberal Congregations 
were in the same category as the Ortho- 
dox community. Rabbi. Brodie also 
referred to his note on a Kehilla kedusha 
in bis previous lette: 

The Liberal Congregaiion, said Dr 
Cohen, was placed together with othe: 
communities in the Board's Constitution, 
No one had pried to ater that Lr, 
Cohen added that he had ali his life 
opposed the Liberal but he 
could not convince himse’f that by agree- 
ing to the declaration he would be 
harming Judaism 

He had always understood, he said, 
that what transpired was confidentia! 
unt] officially published. and it was 
evident that certain members of © the 
Executive had not only revealed infor- 
mation but had begun to take action. 
He had received a telegram from Dr. 
Homa and Dr. Braude, who was not a 
meombdcr of the Executive. Stating that 
there was going to be a meeting of the 
Orthodox group of Deputies and that 
several Orthodox Deputies had given 
notice that they would move to secede 
from the Board if the resolution on the 
Liberal Synagogues were carried. A tele- 
gram and ietter had aiso been received 
from Messrs. Lederman and Mann. of 
the Federation of Synagogues, stating 
that the passing of the resolution might 
bring about the secession from the Board 
of loyal! synagogues. 


Momentous Decision 


This was a crisis not only of the Board 
but of the whole of the Anglo-Jewish 
communry, said the President. What 
the Board would decide would affect the 
community for generations to come. The 
communwty was living in times of the 
greatest’ danger. and the community 
woukd be amazed that this time had been 


chosen to split Anglo-Jewry on what was, 


after all, a wivialuy. 

The Presidem concluded by saying that 
the Deputies Should have time to digest 
his statement, which would be circulated. 
Jewry, too, should be aware of what 
was at stake and he had. therefore. 
decided to adjourn further discussion on 
the question 

Dr. B. Homa (Spitalfields Great) was 
given permission by the President to 
make a personal statement during the 
afternoon session. He said that the 
Presidem was not quoting from any 


minuie when he referred to his (Dr. 
Homa's) reply to Col. Gluckstein. Col. 
Glucksiein had said: “Do you think 


a congregation of Jews can mean people 
meeting for any purpose—even for book- 
making purposes?” and he had reptied: 
“ Tf that is what you think. yes.” 

lt was noi true, added Dr. Homa. that 
his remark was responsible for the 
creauon of the whole issue. kt was only 
after the Board had refused to sponsor 
legislation fn Parliament that the Liberals 
asked for a religious formula. 

The following resolution submitted by 
the Executive Commitice and moved by 
Mr. Israet Cowen (Golders Green) was 
adopted : 

“The Board of Deputies of British Jews 
notes with concern the widespread and deep- 
rooted character of Nazism in Germany asx 
demonstrated by the success in the recent Lower 
Saxony Parliamentary Elections of the Socialist 
Reichspartei, which is modelled in its methods 
on Hitler's Nazi Party. 

The Board uracs His Majesty's Government 
to take immediate steps with a view to the out- 
lawing of the parties and movements in Germany 
which aim to destroy the democratic way of life. 
are likely to initiate a new wave of religious and 
racial persecution. and prove a menace to the 
peace of the world.”

ISRAEL’S NEED OF 
ELECTRICITY

An effort is to be made by the Pales- 
tine Electric Corporation to double its 
output in the next 18 months, I was told 
by Major Sir Henry J. d Avigdor-Gold- 
smid. a Director of the Corporation, who 
recently visited Israeli. 

The growing demands on the Corpora- 
tion the Israeli population, said Sir 
Henry, were hard to fulfil. The Cor- 
poration’s output had been doubled in 
the past 18 months, and it was intended 
to double it again the 
months. New machinery was Dcing 
installed. Two more sets of generators, 
one of which was being bough with 
money supplied by the Export-Import 
Bank of America, were being | ried. 

The Corporation, added Sir Roney. 
was entirely British. All the plant was 
from Britain, and up to now it had been 
completely financed by British capial. 
What was amazing was that the Corpora- 
tion was stil] being fun on the original 
lines despite the tremendous expansion. 

Sir Henry. who is a member of the 
Jewish Colonisation Association, told me 
that the Association had established Hs 
third seulement near Ber Tuvia, south 
of Rehovot. The settlers were former 
officers of the Israchi Army. It was 
intended. he added, that the settlement 
should be named after his late father, 
Sir Osmond d Avigdor-Goldsmid, who 
had becn a President of the Association. 
The setilememn had been established in 
association with the Jewish Agency. 

When I asked Sir Henry whether there 
had been any change in his attitude to 
Zionism, he replied that one could no 
longer talk of being Zionist Or anti- 
Zionist. The State of Israel had been 
esiablished and it held the interest of 
Jews all over the world 


KENYA-ISRAELI TRADE

Most of the Jews in 
Kenya were refugees from Nazi persecu- 
tion. There was a large Jewish farming 
secuion., 

Col. Somen, who is London born. 
went to Africa 26 years ago. 

Kenya Jewry, he said, was deeply 
interested m Israel, and there had. been 
800 subscribers to the last Palestine 
Appeal. The country was most impor- 
tant to the Jewish State, for not only was 
Nairobi a transit station on the air route 
L ydda-Johannesburg, but Kenya could 
hecome the emporium for Israel by sup- 
plying tea, coffee, wheat, cotton, and 
vegetables. 

Col. Somen said that the “ King 
Solomon's route” had already been 
reopened. A shipment of cement and 
umber had been sent recently by the 
Kenya-Israel supply committee. The 
committee was now negotiating the pur- 
chase of other important materials for 
Israel.

The cost of posting a 22 Ib. food or 
aft rcel from this country to Israel 
will increased to £1! Os. 6d. as from 
Friday next, June 1. Proportionate 


. Increases are being made in the cost of 


sending smalecr parcels. 

The genera! regulations for sending 
bona fide foed and gift parcels abroad 
remain unchanged; not more than one 
parcel can be sent in any one month 
by onc person to an addressee in Israel; 
but this does not debar a person in this 
country from send. nz parcels to differen: 
addresses in Israel] during the same 
month, nor does « debar several people 
here from sending separate parcels to the 
same addressee. The maximum weight 
of a food or gift parce! is 22 Jb. (includ- 
me packing). and the value of each 
parcel must not exceed £10. No food 
parce! may comain more than 2 bb. of 
tea. 2 . of sugar, and 1 bb. of coffce 
Otherwise. there are no restrictions in 
thts country. 

In Israel the’ restrictions regarding 
bona fide gift parcels on the amount of 
food and the mMaxmum quantities of 
ceriain types of food which cou'd be 
received by an individual or a family 
have now been abo'ished. Broad y 
speaking there is now -no limit to the

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THE VALUE OF THE DEAD SEA SCROLLS 


By O. H. LEHMANN* 


published concerning the date 

and value of the Dead Sea 
Scrolls, among them statements by 
eminent scholars which are almost 
contradictory. Some scholars main- 
tain that the Scrolls will revolutionise 
whole branches of Hebrew studies like 
Biblical introduction, paleography, 
etc.. whereas others consider 
value to be overestimated to a point 
where the Scrolls become valueless. 
The result cannot be anything but 
confusing to the layman. The aim of 
the present article is to sum up some 
of the conclusions concerning which 
some measure of agreement has been 
reached at present. 


Compilation of Evidence 


A\ ‘catiish deal has of late been 


(1) The method: It 1s difficult to pass 
definite judgments on the value and exact 
date of the various scrolis until, besides 
the palwography. mternal evidence such 
as the contents of the Scrolls, their 
relation to the ancient versions, to 
various types of documents both ancient 
and medieval, have been studied in 
detail. That examination will take a lone 
time and is stil im progress. Kt is as 
unsafe to say that all the Scrolls are 
pre-Christian as it 18 to state that they 
are all later than the emergence of the 
K araites. 

(2) The maverial: The Scrolls are not 
written on vellum or parchment lke most 
of the Geniza fragments. The occurrence 
of texts which are neither Bibles nor 
Hageadot on leather after the fifth 
century becomes increasingly unlikely 
because by that time other writing 
matcrials were in use. If the deposit in 
the cave were much later, there would be 
fragments of vellum, which has been in 
general ure since the fourth century. 
The multiplicity of materials (leather. 
papyrus-fragments) and scripts (Samari- 
tan, square, even Greek) further points 
t6 a great number of. various documents. 

(3) The jars Although the jars 
paralicls to which from Dér el-Medina 
(Egypt) are in the Turin Museum-—may 
be Hellenistic. there is no evidence to 
show that orjginally the Scrolls were in 
the jars and cannot therefore be later or 
for that matter be put in later. Some 
jars were more or less intact 2,000-years 
after fabrication... A significant problem 
is the relation of the Roman pottery 
found in the cave to the neighbouring 
ruin of Chirbet Qumran (third to fourth 
century C.£.) 

(4) The wrappers: carbon-isotope 
analysis made in America of a part of 
the wrappers which were ‘apparently used 
for the Scrolls. has shown. that the 
wrappers may belong to the first century 
leaving margin of error that 
reaches trom. the second century B.c.e. 
to the third century C4. 

(S) Relation to the fragments: The 
Scrolls are written in a. script that 1s 
related to that on fragments found in the 
cave at Ain Feshkha. If the Scrolls were 
never in the cave, those fragments would 
have been brought in at a late date, which 
is a conclusion that most scholars would 
hesitate to draw.

(6) The pre-Christian origin: The claim 
to the pre-Christian origin of the Scrolls 
is based on the dating of the Hellenistic 
pottery and of certain palwographic 
materials. Both, however, in connection 
with other evidence would also seem to 
allow a different interpretation. A great 
deal will depend on internal evidence of 
an historical kind, like the conquest of 
Jerusalem on the Day of Atonement— 
which is not at all certain yet-—the 
Romans sacrificing to thew standards 
(in the Scroll of Hab.). etc. ofr 
on literary relations lke that to the 
Zadokite fragment of the Damascus sect 
and to some apocrypha. On the other 
hand. fragments like the Leviticus oncs 
in old Hebrew script are no doubt pre- 
Christian. The omission of the final 
letters in.the Scroll of Severus which the 
Romans took away at the destruction of 
Jerusalem (cf. Scr. of Isaiah) should be 
examined also in connection with certain 
Masoretic and other materials. In any 
case. fragments with Greek script would 
be datable exactly to the century 

(7) Relation to Rabbinic literature: H 
it could be shown that (a) the writers of 
the Scrolls knew of and used some 
sources that occur also in Tannaitic 
literature and in ancient Aramaic trans- 
lations, (b) that phonetically, graphically, 
and linguistically, there are poimts of con- 
tact with facts known from early Hebrew 
manuscripts. an early date of the common 
era. would become more likely than a 
pre-Christian one. The evidence is being 
published. 


Karaite Literature 


(8) Relation to Karaite literature: 
There seem to be points of contact 
hetween certain features in the Scrolls and 
Karaite literature (Anan,.the founder ol 
Karaism, belongs to the eighth century). 
The proper conclusion from that would, 
however, not seem to be that the Scroils 
are later than the beginnings of Karaitc 
literature, but that the Karaites used 
older documents. In that direction also 
points the testumony of the Nestonan 
patriarch Timothcos I, who reports the 
discovery of Hebrew scrolls near Jericho 
in the eighth century. A Karatte such 
as the ninth-century Persian theologian 
Beniamin of Nahawend, has been 
suggested, may have used texts from. that 
Cave. 

(9) Relation to the present Bible texts: 
Roth the Scroll of Isaiah and the Scroll 
of Habakkuk show evidence of correc- 
tions which were made on the basis of 
the present Hebrew texts. That would 
not be likely before the 2nd-3rd century 
of the common era. These manuscripts, 
at least, were deposited in the cave after 
that time. others seem to have been 
deposited some centuries carlhier. The 
fragmentary character of some documents 
suggests that they came. into the cave 
gradually—in part through the congrega- 
tion of the New Covenant—rather than 
by a “Jewish auto-da-fé” of non- 
canonical literature, as has been thought. 

(10) Textual readings: Besides inferior 
ones. the Scrolls also. seem to contain 
readings of the Hebrew text which anie- 
date the present text of the Hebrew Bible 
and elucidate some difficult passages. In 
this connection it should be borne in 
mind that our current Hebrew Bibles 
have essentially been printed from the 
text edited by Jacob ben Chayyim in the

U.S. State Department 
Blamed

Continued from previous column 
sixteenth ceniury, Old model codices. 
which have come down to us. often 
differ up to a point, not only in the 
Masorah. The critical Hebrew Kittel 
Bible (1945) is based on a codex of the 
Karaite Ben Asher, which is found in 
Leningrad. A number of interesting 
problems arise in this connection also. 

(11) The sect: The Scrolls, partly at 
least, belonged to a sect, as the Sectarian 
Manual! and other evidence tend to show. 
As a rule the liturgy clearly indicates 
the theological outlook of a group of 
people. SOme unpublished fragments of 
the liturgy point in the same direction: 
we are confronted here neither with 
Rabbinic Judaism nor with a Judeo- 
Christian sect. If there was a Scroll of 
Haftarot, it would represent an early 
document of the greatest interest 

It is too early yet to assess exactly 
the value and significance of the Dead 
Sea Scrolls, and it may be a wise step 
to caution students of Hebrew litera- 
ture against rash conclusions. There 
can, however, be hardly any doubt 
that the texts, even if they belong to 
the Roman period in Palestine, raise 
problems of a phonetic, lexicographic, 
palwographic, historical, theological, 
and critical kind, the interest of which 
goes beyond that of the specialist. It 
can hardly be doubtful to those who 
have studied Hebrew paleography 
in the rich collections of Oxford, 
Cambridge, London, or New York, 
that even the ninth century ce. 
would seem far too late for the Scrolls. 
Even if some of the new texts are not 
as early as has been suggested, they 
will in. any case be valuable, because 
they are—in varying degrees—con- 
siderably older than the oldest dated 
Hebrew manuscripts known so far.

STALIN'S SECRET 
LETTER 


Antisemitism Condemned 
By a Special Correspondent 


Last week Pravpa printed a long 
review of the thirteenth volume of 
Stalin's complete works, just pub- 
lished in Moscow. The reviewer 
reports that the volume contains a 
hitherto unpublished letter to a Ralph 
WwW. _ Barnes, in which “Comrade 
Stalin pillories antisemitism, pointing 
owt that Communists. inter- 
nationalists, are determined enemies 
of antisemitism.” 

Neher the pub'ication of the letter 
nor the commentary in Pravpa can be 
dismissed as purely accidental. Stalin's 


“works are rewarded in the Soviet Union 


almost as prayer-books, and every com- 
mentary 1S a pointer to the policy the 
authoriues wish to pursue. kt is to be 
expected that this will be followed by 
further commentaries on the Jewish 
problem and thus the enigmatic silence 
over the fatc of the Jews tn the USSR. 
may at last be broken. 

The letter is the first staiemem that 
Stalin has made on the Jewish problem 
for many years, in fact, since 1917, when 
he became Peopic’s Commissar for 
Nationalities. It was then that he 
became really aware of the intricacies of 
the Jewish question, and his decisions 
influenced the policy towards the Jews. 


Reversal of Policy

siderably in the Soviet Sub- 
sequentiy. however, this polxy was 
reversed. and winie representatives of al!

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TIME FOR THOUGHT 


THE gravity of the issues discussed at last 
Sunday's meeting of the Board of Deputies 
must be apparent to all. For several years 
this controversy in the internal affairs of the 
Board has beeh causing incalculable mis- 
chief to the well-being of the community. 
It has now reached a stage where it must 
be finally resolved—though whether for 
good or for ill yet remains to be seen. Dr. 
A. Conen, the Board’s President, spoke the 
simple and sober truth when he said that this 
was a crisis not only of the Board but of 
the whole Anglo-Jewish community, and 
that the Board’s decision would affect the 
: community for generations to come. 


In this matter of the restoration of com- 
munal unity, the position of the Spanish 
and Portuguese Synagogue was most happily 
clarified in a way that brings into all the 
sharper contrast the subsequent dissensions 
over the subject of the Liberal Synagogue. 
By an overwhelming majority—there being 
only four dissentients—the Board ratified 
the agreement reached with the Sefardi 
Congregation which enables this body to 
resume its representation. The ‘return of 
this congregation must give the utmost 
safisiaction, especially when it is remem- 
bered that the Board owes its foundation 
to the endeavours of the Sefardi community 
nearly 200 years ago. No less gratifying is 
the fact that this welcome return is accom- 
pdnied by an agreement designed to safe- 
guard the independence of the Board as a 
whole and the freedom of conscience of 
individual Deputies. The temporary defec- 
tion -of this congregation—thoroughly to be 
regretted as it was—-has at any rate been 
instrumental in effecting the open expression 
of these most essential constitutional safe- 
guards. Nor should it be overlooked that. 
equally. with the Sefardi, the Reform and 
Liberal Congregations have expressed their 
concurrence in these proposals. This com- 
mon measure of agreement is of importance, 
even though only one of the several dissident 
bodies has as yet been enabled to resume 
representation. 

Since Dr. CouHen became President. he has 
indefatigable’ in. his patient efforts to 
bring back the organisations which had 
withdrawn from the Board. His courage 
and ‘perseverance deserve the fullest. recog- 
nition, and they have had their reward ‘n 
the return of the Sefardi community. Unfor- 
tunately, however, the proposals which he 
has recommended to the Board in connec- 
tion with the Liberal Synagogues have not 
received the same general consent. It was 
wise on his part to place before the Deputies 
the full history of these difficult and pro- 
tracted negotiations, and his clear and lucid 
statement enables the whole matter to be 
seen in proper perspective. The community 
23 is further indebted to Dr. Cowen for having 
adjourned the debate, so that both the 
Board and Anglo-Jewry as a whole now 
Hy have an opportunity of coming to a 
r reasoned and considered judgment on this 
momentous issue. 

Misguided efforts are being made in certain 
extremist and intransigent quarters to 
prevent the ratification ef an honourable 
settlement which respects the conscientious 
scruples and susceptibitities of all religious 
sections. This settlement is supported by 
e the Rev. Dr. A. Conen, whose Orthodox 
| credentials are above suspicion and who is 
: everywhere known as a lifelong and 
| doughty opponent of Liberal Judaism. It is 
— regrettable that the extremists’ method of

The threat of the Federation of Synagogues 

and the Union of Orthodox Hebrew Con- 

gregations to secede from the Board shows 


a shortsightedness which utterly disregards 
the paramount need for restoring communal 
unity, apart from its being based-on a 
prejudgment of an issue that was still sup- 
posed to be confidential as between members 
of the Executive Committee of the Board 
and the leaders of the congregation con- 
cerned, and before the Deputies as a body 
had had a chance to hear it. At the same 
time, there are non-Orthodox elements 
among the Deputies which, for their own 
“ caucus ” purposes, are only too anxious 
to encourage the opposition to any settle- 
ment which would ensure representation at 
the Board for all sections of the community. 


The return of the Liberal Synagogues to 
the Board is desirable not only for its own 
sake. It might well be followed by the 
return of the Reform Congregation, which 
for a century-has possessed, by special Act 
of Parliament, similar marriage facilities to 
those which it is hoped the Liberal Syna- 
gogues will before long acquire. Moreover, 
a favourable atmosphere might also be 
created for the return of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association, which (as is exemplified by the 
proceedings at this week's Council meeting) 
finds it increasingly possible to identify itself 
with the Board's policy. 


It is earnestly to be hoped that the respite 
for reflection which the Board has been 
given will be wisely used, so that at its next 
meeting it will give a decision that will 
promote the welfare of . the’ entire 
community. 


HUMAN RIGHTS 


THE Human Rights Commission has just 
ended its seventh session at Geneva. Most 
of this session, lasting five weeks, was spent 
in discussing and voting on economic, 
social, and cultural rights, which the General 
Assembly wants included, the first 
Covenant. Important as these rights are, 
they do not concern Jews as such, except 
possibly one of the Articles stipulating “ that 
education shall encourage the suppression 
of all incitement to racial and other hatred. 
It shall promote understanding, tolerance, 
and friendship among all nations, racial, 
ethnic, or religious. groups.” Apart from 
this, the Commission found time only to 
revise part of the section of the Covenant 
dealing with the implementation of civil and 
political rights, and had to defer all other 
matters to its next session. Even the 
implementation section could not be com- 
pleted. This is, of course, the section of 
greatest interest to Jews, since it involves 
the right of petition. 

All five Jewish organisations with consul- 
tative status were represented at the session 
and made statements to the Commission ; 
three of the organisations, the Consultative 
Council, the Co-ordinating Board, and the 
World Jewish Congress, were represented 
throughout. Non-Jewish organisations were 
also strongly in evidence; there were five 
Catholic bodies, four women’s organisa- 
tions, three trade union organisations, and 
a number of peace organisations. All the 
Jewish bodies agreed that there should be a 
right of petition against violations of human 
rights for individuals and non-governmental 
organisations and that it would be fatal 
if this right were reserved to States 
alone, but they differed about the methods, 
just as the Governments differed among 
themselves. While the World Jewish Con- 
gress strongly supported the Indian stand 
for the undiluted principle of the establish- 
ment of the petition right of organisations 
and individuals in the Covenant itself, and 
thus accept the risk that the Covenant might 
fall through altogether, the Co-ordinating 
Board was prepared to agree to the 
American-French thesis that the right be 
relegated for the time being to a special 
protocol, and the Consultative Council saw 
the solution in its own proposal to establish 
the post of an Attorney-General of Human 
Rights. In the end no decision was reached 
by the Commission. The Indian proposal 
was defeated by 10 to 7, but the question 
of a special protocol was deferred to the 
next session, when the struggle will continue. 


It may prove of advantage that the Jewish 
organisations, just as the non-Jewish, do 
not adopt a uniform line in all matters of 
detail, although they are united on questions 
of principle, since this fact will show the 
Governments that the non-governmental 
organisations do not form mere pressure 
groups but endeavour seriously to help the 
Governments in finding the best possible 
solutions. 


EIGHTY 

By a happy coincidence the eightieth 
anniversary of the establishment of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association falls in the year 
of the Festival of Britain, and the event 
is to be commemorated by a dinner next 
Thursday. The President of the Board of 
Trade (the Rt. Hon. Sir HartLey SHAW- 
cross) will represent His Majesty's Govern- 
ment, and the other speakers will include 
the Curer Rapst, the MINISTER, and 
the Rt. Hon. R. A. Butter, M.P. The 
opportunity will doubtless be taken to refer 
to the Association’s distinguished record as 
an instrument of the Anglo-Jewish com- 
munity dedicated to a conception of Jewish 
brotherhood bounded by no parochial or 
national limits. In this spirit were the 
Association’s aims formulated nearly 80 
years ago, though naturally in their 
implementation the emphasis and direction 
have varied from time to time. The position 
of the A.J.A. has sometimes been a matter 
of controversy, especially in the last eight 
years ; unfortunately, the public shows more 
zest in disputes over the A.J.A.’s relations 
with other bodies than in examining its 
record of service, and from that infection the 
Association’s own leaders have not been 
immune. That the Association could do a 
vital job should not be in doubt. The 
Anglo-Jewish community needs bracing 
together, many of its institutions need to be 
rid of a great deal of petty faction and 
intolerance, and its affairs need a greater 
proportion of the disinterested talent of its 
members than they at present receive. The 
A.J.A. can justify its existence by the able 
and representative figures whom it can 
harness to the service of Jewry. But it must 
remember that assembling a list of distin- 
guished names by itself means nothing. A 
deeper impression will be made by a 
thoughtful and up-to-date programme and 
by energy and self-sacrifice in implementing 
it. It is as a springboard to this kind of 
effort that the Association would do well 
to visualise the record of its first eight 
decades. 


POSTPRANDIAL 

It was close upon midnight when the 
proceedings terminated at the recent Silver 
Jubilee Dinner of the Union of Orthodox 
Hebrew Congregations. For the audience 
had sat——more or less patiently—through an 
inordinate number of speeches in honour of 
the various toasts. Not long ago the 80th 
Anniversary Dinner of the United Syna- 
gogue was of a like protracted character. 
And the examples could be multiplied. Is 
it really necessary, or does it advantage the 
cause, that Anglo-Jewish functions of this 
kind should be extended to such undue 
length? A great occasion deserves to be 
worthily commemorated, but no good pur- 
pose is served by an exuberance of verbosity. 
Would it not be in the communal interest 
to follow the principle of fewer and better 
speeches? After-dinner speaking is not 
everyones accomplishment, and those who 
desire to practise it should learn the art. 
An admirable anthology for the after-dinner 
speaker has recently been compiled by Mr. 
C. Kenr Wariout, the Town Clerk of the 
Borough of Stoke Newington. It is entitled 
Unaccustomed As | Am. . .” (published 
by Allen and Unwin, price 7s. 6d.). The 
introduction refers to a golden rule recently 
offered by Lord Reapine for after-dinner 
speakers: “ Always be shorter than any- 
body dared to hope.” Commendation is 
also given to two other suggestions made by 
Lord READING: that long-winded speakers 
should be made to wear an L-plate in their 
button-holes ; and that coupons should be 
issued for every 1,000 words, with “ sup- 
plementaries.” No less cogent are the 
words quoted from C. H. SpuraGeon: 
* Balaam’s ass spoke well once, but it never 
tried it again. Altogether it differed greatly 
from its brethren.” Mr. Kent Wricut’s 
delightful anthology provides short quota- 
tions On many topics, which would enhance 
any speech. Their wit and wisdom may be 
illustrated by two random examples: “The 
difference between a conviction and a 
prejudice is that you can explain a convic- 
tion without getting angry "; and “ If Moses 
had been a Committee, the Israelites would 
still be in Egypt.” Appropriately enough, 
the final entry comes from the Book of 


Proverbs: “A word fitly spoken is like 


apples of gold in settings of silver.”

Any attempt to deal with the huge compic 
area of London north of St. Marylebone and 
Euston Road, with its many historical and 
literary associations, within the compass of some 
250 pages must be a matter of selection, and no 
one will quarrel with the author for devoting 
nearly half his space to Hampstead and High. 
gate. Mr. Colville is himself a Hampstead man 
and much of his information has been collected 
on the spot ; he writes with enthusiasm of the 
sunset in Church Row, of kingfishers on the 
Heath. and of polecats nm Ken Wood. He 
delights us with episodes in local history. 

In the remamimg districts Mr. Colville ix 
obviously not so much at home: the account« o! 
Regent's Park and St. John’s Wood are very skeichy

about Holloway and Pentonville Prisons. A 
prising omission is the R.H.A. Barracks at §%;

Jewish Associations 


The JeWish associations mentioned are few. Thi 
is not unexpected, since the Jewish population o 
the whole of N.W. London 60 years ago bare!

Bloomsbury. On the other hand, there was a com 
plete community at Highgate in the early pari of 
the eighteenth century, probably centred round (hx 
Da Cosia family, which, as Mr. Colville tells ux 
occupied Cromwell House (now the Mothercraf 
Centre) until 1748.

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ISAAC LEIB PERETZ’S CENTENARY 


date of birth of the great Yiddish 

writer, Isaac Leib Peretz, whose 
centenary is being celebrated to-day. 
Peretz himself accepted May 25 as 
his birthday, and he celebrated his 
soth birthday in 1901. 
Peretz. was born in Samoscz, 
Poland. His family is said to have 
been of Spanish origin and to have 
-ome to Poland by way of Frankfort. 
they were Mitnagdim, very Ortho- 
dox. yet with considerable know- 
iedee of worldly Polish and European 
culture. Peretz knew Polish, Russian, 
French, and German, besides Hebrew 
and Yiddish. He read Victor Hugo 
aod Dumas in French, and he réad 
German literature, especially Heine, 
who influenced him too much, he 
‘hought in later years. “I curse the 
read him.” he later declared in 
» letter to the Yiddish poet Yehoash. 
~ He did me much harm. He infected 
me with the habit of distorting, of 
pulling faces, at least im my early 
work, and the scoffer and sceptic dogs 
* me even In my serious work.” 

Peretz was a boy prodigy, an Hu, 
in Hebrew and Rabbinic learning. 
His first great enthusiasm was for 
\iarmonides, whom he regarded with 
almost religious veneration. Before 
he was 13 he had studied the “ Strong 
Hand” and the “ Guide to the Per- 
plexed.”

Two Worlds 


His great friend, Nahum Sokolow, 
has told us that Peretz and he 
belonged to two different worlds. 
Sokolow’s world was the world of 
scholars, Talmudists, Maskilim, who 
pored over old Hebrew tomes. 
Peretz’s world was the Jewish market- 
place, the artisan, the shopkeeper, the 
lewish. woman, the Jewish home, 
which, Sokolow adds, was intimately 
hound up with the Yiddish language. 
[hat, he declared, appealed to Peretz, 
and bounded his whole horizon. He 
knew this. life, he loved it, and he 
hecame its artist. 

There was’ a time when Peretz 
contemplated becoming a rabbi. But 
he did not like the idea of leaving 
his mother. Then, when he was about 
iS or 19, his father arranged a mar- 
rage for him with the daughter of a 
Hebrew writer, Gabriel Lichtenfeld. 
It was an unhappy marriage, and did 
not last long. But Peretz’s relations 
with his father-in-law rémained

cordial even after the divorce, and 
his first work, a collection of Hebrew 
poems, published in 1877. after the 
divorce, was written jointly with 
Lichtenfeld. 

In 1888. when Peretz made his 
début as a Yiddish writer, he was 37. 
and had only just heard of Shalom 
Aleichem , and he had read Mendele 
only in the Polish translation. Shalom 
Aleichem published  Peretz’s first 
Yiddish work in a collection which 
he issued. It was Peretz’s famous 
poem “Monish.” Abraham Reisen 
has called “ Monish”™ the foundation- 
stone of modern Yiddish poetry, 

At that time Peretz was not yet sure 
of himself as a Yiddish writer. He 
regarded Yiddish as a means of edu- 
cating the Yiddish-speaking masses. 
But his creative sense soon asserted 
itself, and he said: “1 want to create 
a Yiddish literature.” 


Father of Hebrew Literature 


‘Like Mendele, Peretz continued to 
write also in Hebrew: and Klausner, 
in his “ History of the New Hebrew 
Literature,” concludes: “If Mendele 
is the grandfather of this new Hebrow 
literature, Peretz is its father.” They 
were also the grandfather and the 
father of the new Yiddish literature. 

After his divorce in 1875 Peretz 
lived in Warsaw, giving Hebrew 
lessons, and prepared by private study 
to become a lawyer. He never 
attended a university or a high school. 
But he passed his examination and 
obtained the right to practise. He 
was a successful advocate, but in 
i888 he was deprived of the right 
to practise. Peretz was then offered 
a post in the Jewish Economic-Statis- 
tical Investigation Commission: his 
job was to travel through the country 
to produce evidence that the Jews of 
Poland were a productive element. 
Sokolow was also one of the field 
investigators. What the Warsaw office 
wanted was facts and figures. Peretz 
sent them human stories. In 1891 
Peretz published a collection of these 
impressions under the title “ Pictures 
of a Provincial Tour.” When the work 
of the expedition came to an end 
Peretz was again unemployed. 

Some friends of Sokolow’s managed 
to secure a position for Peretz as a 
paid official in the Warsaw Jewish 
community, and this position he 
retained till his death. Many of 
Peretz's admirers complained that 


during these 25 years as a community 
official he had to give up much of his 
time which should have gone to 
literature; Peretz himself several 
times wanted to resign to devote him- 
self to literature. But he was dis- 
suaded from such a hazardous course. 
He had remarried and he had his wife 
and son to provide for. 

I have referred to Peretz’s repudia- 
tion of scepticism. “1 seek in ‘every- 
thing a moral basis,’ he declared. He

was all his life imbued with religious 
fervour, with prophetic zeal, with 
religious mysticism, and towards the 
end of his life he inclined towards 
conservative traditional Judaism. Yet 
he never lost touch with the Jewish 
workers, and he never ‘ceased to 
champion them dnd to paint their 
life in his work. In Yiddish literature 
he is considered by many as the 
greatest the language has yet pro- 
duced. Side by side with Mendele 
and Shalom Aleichem he is one of 
the three main pillars on which 
modern Jewish literature is built. 

But it is important to’ remember 
that modern Yiddish literature did 
not come out of a void. It was 
because Peretz had so thoroughly 
absorbed the old Jewish literature 
and the Chassidic tales that circulated 
in the veshivot, and the stories told 
by the common Jewish folk, that he 
was able to give them 4&rtistic form 
and produce his masterpieces. 

And Peretz was a “rabbi,” as his 
great disciple Reisen explains it. 


‘of = the 
. Asch and Reisen and which revolted 


“ We called him rabbi,” he says, “ not 
only because he devoted himsclf to 
Chassidic motives, but also because 
he had disciples, who included such 
great names as Yehoash, Veiter, 
Propus, David Pinski, Nomberg. 
Sholem Asch. Weissenberg, and 
Menahem. As for myself, | was one 
of the first whose eyes he opened to 
the mystery of creative literature. 
We were his Chassidim.” 

Peretz died in 1915 on the fifth day 
of Passover. It was early in the 
morning. He had been seated at his 
desk, writing the first words of a poem 
“Shtller, shtiller, danken vill er.” 
He had intended giving the poem to 
the fund for helping child war victims 
in Warsaw. 

What is Peretz’s place in literature ? 
Israel Zangwill called him “a writer 
of genius, some of whose tales have 
the charm of Hans Andersen.” I 
believe that he knew Peretz only in 
Helena Frank's English translation. 
in the Jewish Publication Society 
volumes, “ Stories and Pictures.” and 
“ Yiddish Tales.” The impression is 
strengthened by what he wrote in THE 
JewtsH ‘CHRONICLE when Peretz died. 
“ He was the greatest Yiddish writer. 
His Bontse Shweig’ is a masterpiece 
of pathos. The story should be circu- 
lated by the million, as a model of the 
Jewish ideal.” 


Literary Influence 


Peretz was a great writer, but even 
more he was an influence, a Jewish 
influence and a literary influence. 
Opotoshu, one of the vounger writers 
generation which followed 


against Peretzs .domination. 
confessed that their attempt to 
dethrone him had only placed him 
more firmly on his throne. “We ask 
ourselves each vear.” he wrote, “if 
we have not exaggerated his impor- 
tance. Was he really a great writer ? 
Yes, he was a very gfeat writer. If 
there is a. great writer in Yiddish 
literature it is Peretz. . . . We denied 
him, but im the end uw was we who 
brought Peretz back to life and 
planted him more firmly.” 

Opotoshu was writing many years 
after Dr. M. Pines. who had brought 
Yiddish literature to the attention of 
the world, but he could only repeat 
what Pines had written in 1910: 
“ Peretz's influence on Yiddish hitera- 
ture is bevond estimation. All the 
young writers went. through _ his 
school .. . he brought Yiddish litera- 
ture. into the general stream of 
modern world literature.”

AVING recently visited the 
H United States to take part in 


the United Jewish Appeal, I 
may perhaps be allowed to compare 
Jewish fund-raising methods in 
America with those in Great Britain. 
Ihe Jewish community in the United 
States is ten times the size of that 
in this country and it is spread cut 
over enormous distances. Los Angeles 
is as far from New York as Jerusalem 
is from London. But distances in 
America no longer count. By air 
one does in a day what the covered 
wagons a century ago did in three 
months. Speakers think nothing of 
flying a thousand miles for a lunch, 
returning New York the same 
ay, 


High-Pressure Tactics 


Fund-raising in Great Britain by 
the Joint Palestine Appeal is an expert 
affair; but it is tame compared with 
the high-pressure tactics common in 
~ America. In the first place, the drive 
in America is——with small exceptions 

‘or all Jewish charitable effort— 
‘ocal, national, and international. The 
Whole community is involved; and 
ihe sums raised are divided—so much 
‘or the local Jewish hospitals and 
schools, so much for the few Ameri- 
can Jewish institutions that serve all 
American Jewish communities (such 
4S the Jewish Tuberculosis Hospital 
high up in the Rockies at Denver), 
so much for New Americans (the 
Poetic term for immigrants to the 
United States); but the lion’s share 
g0es for Israel. Hence the use of the 
‘erm United Jewish Appeal in 
America in contrast. with the Joint 
Palestine Appeal in Great Britain. 

in-both countries there is the same 
reliance on meetings of trade and 
Professional groups and not on 
general public meetings. The women 
of cach city are organised in a 
‘eparate division or district and are 
cajoled into giving large sums in addi-

tion to the donations made by their 
husbands. At a lunch in Chicago 
that I addressed, the hundred women 
present subscribed no less than the 
equivalent of £20,000. This was, of 
course, the “ mink coat crowd,” as it 
is called. (In Chicago they say that 
the difference between the rich Jew 
and the poor Jew is that the ‘poor 
Jew has to wash his own Cadillac—— 
in our language, Rolls Royce). 


In each American Jewish com- 
munitv the drive starts with an 
advance gifts banquet, generally 


attended by someone of importance 
from New York. This occasion is 
for big: givers, and (as in Great 
Britain, but to a lesser extent) the 
nouveaux riches spend much energy 
in. trying to secure admission, 
although they know well the financial 
consequences. The level of donations 
at these advance gifts banquets, in 
comparison with the previous year, 
sets the tone for the whole drive. In 
1951 collections are running about 15 
per cent higher than last year, which 
is considered very satisfactory. 


Over 3,000 Meetings 


The drive in America is on a far 
greater scale than in Great Britain, 
and hence far more mechanical. — In 
New York City alone more than three 
thousand U.J.A. meetings are held 
each year! But, then, New York ts 
largely a Jewish city, with over 
2.500.000 Jews in it. Every third 
New Yorker is a Jew: all the big 
shops recognise the Jewish Holy- 
days: the New Yorx Times and the 
HeRALD TRIBUNE—-tWo competing 
leading dailies—are full of Jewish 
news in order to attract the Jewish 
reader. Nevertheless, the American 
Jew is not nearly so closely integrated 
in the general community as ts tht 
British Jew. Hence the many purely 


Jewish country clubs around the big 
cities. Kt is the drive that helps to 
give life to these clubs. 

As in Great Britain, the drive 
organisers make desperate efforts to 
induce the givers to come to meetings. 
There they can be shamed into 
making larger donations by the some- 
what vulgar method of making them 
announce their gifts in person, or by 
reading out the amounts from the 
platform. (“ Thank you very much, 
Mr. Finkelstein,” means that he has 
given more than last year: a simple 
“ Thank you, Mr. Finkelstein,” means 
that he has given the same as last 
year. No one dares to give less.) 
Only the doctors consider card-calling 
“unethical”: so, for their benefit, 
the totals for each table are .called 
and not individual amounts. 


The Speaker's Function 


The function of .the principal 
speaker at such functions is very odd. 
He is given very little time. His job 
really is to be there, so that the 
organisers can provide an attraction 
for the givers and get them to turn 
out. In America the speaker is built 
into the audience; while, in Great 
Britain, the audience is built more 
around the speaker. 

The enormous amount of work 
involved each year in these drives 
requires the employment of a very 
large staff, not only in New York, but 
in every Jewish community. In each 
city there is a highly paid permanent 
drive director. More and more the 
drive director, with his autocratic 
powers, is becoming the real head of 
the local community. The rabbi and 
the teacher are in the shade. This is 
not a healthy development. 

As in other countries, the local drive 
office has a complete card-index | 
every member of the community 


jncome tax, 


showing his pledge and his payment 
each vear (in America the difference 
between the. two is politely called 
“shrinkage but: luckily, it is not 
very. considerable). In some large 
communities punched cards = and 
expensive. statistical machinery are in 
use. In all communities the cards 
are “worked” by voluntary helpers, 
who soften up givers at their homes. 
These _volunteers work under the 
direction of a chairman for each 
trade division. At intervals “ report 
meetings” are called, as in Great 
Britain, at which each chairman 
reports the figures of total pledges 
received by his volunteers, These are 
the figures read out at the banquets 
held later. 


The higher collections for the 
U.J.A. in America this year are due 
to the business boom produced by 
rearmament. As the American law 
allows charitable gifts up to 15 per 
cent of income to be exempt from 
large sums can be 
donated without much effort. This 
does not detract from the known fact 
that American Jews extra- 
ordinarily generous. This year they 
hope to raise over $203,000,000 for 
the U.J.A.. This is in addition to the 
enormous sums expected from the 
bond drive. 


Change of Emphasis 


There has been a change in the 
approach to American Jewish audi- 
ences about Israel. In 1948, during 
the fighting. the emphasis was on 
“our brave boys in the trenches ” ; 
in 1949 it was “our new State”; in 
1950, “our poor immigrants.” — But 
by Jewish audiences in the 
United States—as in Great Britain-— 
have become war weary: they no 
longer want appeals to their 
emotions: they want hard facts. That 
is a very healthy condition. 


MARRIAGE AND 
THE SEFIRA 


By Dr. ARON OWEN 


HERE is an old English rhyme 
which runs: 


“ The proverbs teach and common 


people say 
It’s iff to marry in the month of 
May.” 
A similar warning is expressed in 


the old jingles, “ Marry in Lent. live 
to repent, Marry in May. repent 
alway.” And, what is most interesting, 
the advice given in these antiquated 
English doggere!ls seems to be univer- 
sal. “ Marriage in May is unlucky ” 
and “Good folks do not marry in 
May” are popular Russian savings ; 
while the Roman poet. Ovid, wrote: 
“If proverbs weigh with you, people 
Say that May is the month to marry 
bad wives.” 

Is there anv connection beiween 
these sayings and the Jewish practice 
of restricting marriage during the 
Sefira, the period of the counting of 
the Omer, which coincides with the 
month of May ? Many of us would 
be inclined to sav at once that there 
cannot possibly be any link beiween 
heathen superstitions or primitive 
folk-iore and a Jewish religious 
observance based on events recorded 
in our national history. For, accord. 
ing to the Talmud (Y¥ehamorh 62a), 
it was during the Sefira that heavy 
losses were sustained by the followers 
of Bar Kochba in their unsuccessful 
in 132 against the Roman 
legions: in the casualty list, 24,000 
disciples of Rabi Akiba are enumer- 
ated among the dead. In addition, 
as often occurred in ancient wars, 
pestilence. plague, and disease were 
terrible camp-tollowers. and. during 
this period, many of those not actually 
killed in the fizhting were struck down 
by, a feartul epidemic which raged. 


A Black Period 


These calamities made the Sefifa 
period a black one in Jewish history. 
Semi-mourning was ordained tor 
these days, during which marriages 
were not to be solemnised and the 
hair of one’s head not to be shorn 
Exceptions were made on the 33rd 
day of the Omer (Lag b Gmer,. 18th 
lyar). when the: epidemic among 
Rabm Akiba’s students is said to have 
abated (Yehamoth 62b). and also on 
Rosh Chodesh. Apart trom. these 
special days, and certain other davs 
added by lecal custom and usage. al! 
festivities were torbidden during this 
period. 

This, then, is the historical explana- 
tion for the gloom and the depress'on 
cast ever the davs of Sefira. Y et, 


Originally, these must have been 
happy and jovous davs. Among all 
ancient. peopies the trme of. the 


harvest is an occasion for merry- 
making and rejoicing ; and remember 
the Sefira is an agricultural institu- 
tion, its and association. with 
the imgathering of the © first-fruits 
being clearly stated in the Torah 
(Lev. 9-21; Deut. xvi, 9-12). 


Sull. even st our rabbis were 
now to decree that all mourning 
customs associated with the Seftra 


should be discarded, it would be 
salutary to retafh the prohibition 
against marriage during most of the 
Omer days, though not on account of 
the old superstitions. 


_ Voluntary Restriction 


A voluntary restriction on marriage 
for a short time, if only for a few 
weeks during the spring, when some 
men's (and women’s) judgment of the 
opposite sex is not as critical and 
discerning as at other times, serves 
to increase and establish the love two 
young people should bear towards 
each other. 

Rabbi Simeon ben Yochai, the 
brilliant disciple of Rabbi Akiba. who 
has close associations with the Sefira 
—for his Yahrzeit falls on Lag 
b’Omer—was, according to one Mid- 
rashic account, a wise judge and con- 


ciliator in cases of broken marriage. 


| think he would have endorsed 
Shakespeare's words that hasty 
marriage seldom proveth well.” Who 
knows but that the extra time to think 
it over which the Sefira provides may 
have contributed to some of those 
lasting and happy unions which, by 
and large, are a_ distinctive and 
pleasant feature of Jewish domestic 


life.

MR. DAVID REMEZ 


Israeli Minister of 
Education

Histadrut Established 


It was through Berl Katznekon that 
David Remez entered the political arena. 
Presiding at a meeting in Hasfa held 
during Chanucah, 1919, Remez declared 
the General Federation of Jewish 
Workers in Eretz Yisrae!] (the Histadrut) 
well and truly established. In 1933 he 
was clected General Secretary of the 
Histadrut. 

In 1946 he was elected Chairman of 
the Vaad Leumi, which was 
“ governing '' body of the Yishuv under 
the Mandatory régime, and in June of 
that year he was among the Jewish 
leaders who were detained at Latrun for 
four months without trial. 


When David Ben-Gurion formed the 
first Government of Israel he appointed 
Remez Minister of Communications. A 
reshuffle of the Cabinet in October, 1950, 
took him to the Minisiry of Education. 
It was David Remez who, as Minister of 
Education, put forward the programme 
of education which resulted in the split- 
ting up of the coalition and the resigna- 
tion of the Government. In spite of 
the rejection by the Knesset of his pro- 
gramme he carried out the first part 
during the past few wecks, in face of the 
opposition of the Religious Bloc. 

He was popular in al! sections of the 
Knesset for his friendly manner and 
genial smile, and for the moderation 
with which he expressed his views, how- 
ever insistently he stuck to them. 

He is survived by his wife and_ his 
son Brigadier Aharon, who was Officer 
Commanding the Israeli Air Force for 


: two years, and who also served in the

GUIDANCE FOR 
YOUTH 


To the Editor of THe Jewrsn Ceronic Le 


Sir,—-lt is difficult to gather from your 
report of the Jewish Preachers’ ( onicr- 
ence the full extent of the discusson 
concerning “The Approach of the 
Minister to the Questionings of Youth. 
There does, however, seem to have been 
some difference of emphasis law upon 
the question as to whether youth were 
looking for a belief which would satisly 
their emotional or intellectual needs. 

Speaking not only for myself but, | 
feel sure, on behali of many young 
people who are anxious io identify them- 
selves with something positive in Judaism, 
which is more than just the social and 
cultural contacts of a Jewish environment, 
I] should like to endorse the suggestion 
to provide another “ Guide to the Per- 
plexed.” 

Much of course has been writien m 
attempis to consolidate Jewish philoso- 
sophy, but nothing of late has been 
directed specifically at youth. Such a 
work would prove invaluable in clubs 
and- communal and study centres, where 
Jewish beliefs are often vaguely and 
tenuously held by young people, and 
even by some who hope to guide them. 
Such a work would be received appre- 
ciatively by many as a much necded 
handbook and basis for study and 
discussion. 

It is a commonplace but nevertheless 
pertinent argument that in dealing with 
youth due emphasis must be placed on 
the intellectual side, along with the 
emotuonal side of Judaism. If not we 
may well be faced with a continuance 
of the dangerous trends of a hatl- 
convinced group of young people paying 
token respect to outward forms without 
any real inner convictions. 

Inner conviction, which is the pre- 
requisite of constructive communal scr- 
vice. can often be won if once vouth 
is shown that the religious and ethical 
truths of Judaum develop rationally and 
logically as an ordered, siructured whole 
it goes without saying that any work 
compiled must be written m the marin 
stream of Jewish Orthodoxy if it is to 
preserve the traditional content which is 
generally desired.

Govern- 
men’ offices ceased to function. shops 
and factories closed, and traffic came to 
a standstill—on the First of May in 
Jerusalem.

Has 
not Jerusalem forgotten ? No, not “ the 
world,” but we ourselves. must he 
reminded to “ Arise, cry out in the 
night pour out thine heart like 
water before the face of the Lord: lift 
up thy hands toward Him for the life of 
thy young children . . . those that I have 
dandied and brought up hath mine 
enemy consumed!”

Sin,—It is gratifying to gather from 
Professor Alexander Scheiber's article (in 
your May 18 issue) the valiant effort he 
is making to maintain the Jewish Theo- 
logical Seminary of Hungary. Writing 
from that unhappy country your con- 
tributor is, through no fault of his own, 
prevented from telling the whole story in 
its true perspective.

Mr. Ludwig Stoéckler, 
whom Professor Scheiber praises as 
President of the Central Office of Hun- 
garian Jews, proclaimed that even if 
Jews cancelled their subscripiions, the

teaching would be in-the world to 
come. They served God for love 
and not for gain. 

Of course the rabbis needed food 
and clothing, like other people. so 
they earned their living either by 
working during the day and teaching 
in the evening or by having a seasonal! 
occupation, and teaching while they 
were not busy. 

For example, Rabbi José was a 
wine-grower, bul was not busv the 
whole year round. Rabbi Akiba 
evidently lived in the world of busi- 
ness. One of his famous sayings is 
about a shop where customers are 
arriving all day, and where the owner 
of the shop gives credit when neces- 
sary. “But,” Rabbi Akiba wisely 
adds, “the collectors regularly make 
their daily round and exact payment.” 


Excellent Combination 


Rabban Gamalicl, the son of Rabbi 
Judah Ha-nasi, is quoted as saying: 
“ An excellent thing is the study of 
the Torah, combined with worldly 
occupation, for the labour demanded 
by them both makes sin to be for- 
gotten.” 

The value of knowledge is a much 
discussed question in these sayings. 
Hillel laid it down that “an empty- 
headed man cannot be a sin-fearing 
man, nor can an ignorant man be 
truly pious.” Rabbi Eleazer, the son 
of Azarva, gave it as his opinion 
that “ where there is no Torah there 
are no manners, and where there are 
no manners there can be no Torah.” 

Here 18 an interesting comparison: 
Four characters are to be found 
among those who sit before the wise 

‘they are like a sponge. a funnel, a 
strainer, and a sieve. The first kind 
absorb all the knowledge they hear ; 
the second take in knowledge, like a 
funnel, and lose it (“im at one ear 
and out of the other’): the third, like 
strainers, let out the wine and retain 
the dregs: and the fourth are like 
sieves which separate the coarse from 
the fine.

WOUd GNVHE NMONWOTEOM FHL 
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THE TEACHING OF 
HEBREW 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


An address in Hebrew, the first of its 
kind for teachers, was given by Dr. 
Joseph Heller at a meeting held by the 
London Board of Jewish Religious 
Education at Woburn House, London, on 
Monday. Dr. S. Fundaminsky, Educa- 
tion Officer of the Board, who presided, 
referred to the course of modern Hebrew 
lectures for teachers which the London 
Board is holding at Jews’ College, Lon- 
don, every Monday afternoon from 2 to 4. 

Dealing with the difficulties of teaching 
Hebrew to children, Dr. Heller said that 
efforts must be made to combine the 
study of Hebrew as a living language and 
as a medium both for religious and 
secular purposes. The child should be 
made to feel that he was a participant in 
what was happening in Israel to-day. 
They must try to wo o the child feel that 
Hebrew was its natural tongue and to 
instil into it the great value of Hebrew 
in its spiritual and historical aspects 

Dr. Heller also spoke of the difficulty 
of teaching Hebrew to adults who, among 
other things, were often discouraged by 
exceptions (0 grammatical rules. 

Among those who took part in the 
discussion in Hebrew were the Director 
of Jewish Education, Dr. |. Fishman, 
and Rabbi Dr. S. M. Lehrman. 

There was a very small attendance.

For over 40 years, Moss Deyong has 
been one of the most controversial and 
outstanding figures among British boxing 
referees, Now at the age of 73 and the 
oldest acting referee in the world. he has 
written a fascinating autobiography which 
is more likely to stir up old controversies 
than to seitle them.

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NEW SYRIAN PROTEST TO UNITED NATIONS 
Israel Condemns Security Council Resolution

Syria has sent a new Note wo the 
United Nations Security Council 


Protesting against Israel's alleged defiance 
of the resolution adopted by the Council 
ast Friday. which ordered Israel to cease 
drainage work in the demilMarised zone 
n the Hula area. 

The Note alleged that work in the area 
was cominuing unabated. The “ wilful 
disregard” of ms obligations 
under the Armistice Agreement and the 
Security Counc!) resolutions, the Note 
idded. mitht have “grave conse- 
quences.” [The Note was submitted before 
Isracl’s decision to suspend dramage work 
ym the seven acres of Arab-owned land in 
the Hula area.] 

The Security Councils resolution, 
sponsored by Britain, France, Turkey, 
ind the United Sates, was approved by 
en votes to mil. with Russia abstaining. 
in addition to ordering Israel to sop 
work on the drainage scheme, # calls on 
both States to abide by the Council's 
cease-fire order and the genera! Armustice 
Agreement: asks Isracl to allow Arab 
coviltans who were removed from the 
area to return to their homes: and con- 
denrns the Israch aerial atiack on Syrian 
nositions last month. It does not rebuke 
he Syrians for conducting = military 
operations agarnst Israel! 

Before the vote was taken, Mr. Bhan. 
the israch representative, bitterly 


attacked the Council for taking what he 
called a biased stand in the dispute. He 


alleged that the sponsors of the resolu- - 


tion had promised to delete from the 
motion that section criticising Israel for 
the aerial action. He asserted that the 
resoluuon would give Syria the right to 
veto the drainage project. re was 
nothing in the Armistice Agreement 
which prevented Israel from going ahead 
with the drainage scheme. 

He was instructed by his Government, 
added Mr. Eban, to transmit the 
“ profound resentment the Israeli 
people and Government against the 
resolution, which is an insult to our 
gallant dead who were killed by Syrian 
bullets.” Israel could attach no moral 
value to such an unjust presentation of the 
case. 


After delivering his speech, Mr. Eban 
collapsed. He was said to be suffering 
from physical exhaustion and nervous 
tension. He is reported to have made 
a “rapid recovery.” 

Speaking for the sponsors of the 
resolution, Sir Gladwyn Jebb (Britain) 
said there was no imiention of holding 
up the drainage scheme indefinitely. He 
thought the project a worthy scheme. but 
the protection of the local inhabitants 
must be assured by negotiation. If Israel 
found it impossible to go on with the 
: because of lack of agreemen 
with the Arab landowners. Israc! could 
appeal to the Security Council, and only 
a few weeks would be lost.

The seven-nation Arab League Council.

. security pact which all League members, 
excemt Jordan, have signed, the Council 
decided that the Chiefs of Staff of all 
signatory States should meet on Mon- 
day to prepare “ defensive plans against 
any aggression.”

Suspects Detained Without 
Charges

JERUSALEM 

Fifty-three persons, among them three 
leaders of Zeire Agudat Israel, have now 
been arrested by the police as a result 
of searches following the discovery of 
an alleged plo: to blow up the Knesset 
last week. Twenty-seven of them have 
been released on bail of I£100 each. 

The others are being detained under 
the Emergency Regulations promulgated 
by the Mandatory Government in 1945. 
This order has only twice before been 
invoked by the Israch Government: 
when Count Bernadotie was murdered 
and when the Altalena was blown up. 

Those stil! detained are’ in the Jalemen 
Police Station, near Yagur. They have 
been provided, at their request, with a 
Sefer Torah 

No charges have yet been brought 
against the arrested persons. In reply to 
complaints against the alleged weakness 
of their case, the police say that they can- 
not disclose all the evidence they have 
until charges are made.

RELIGIOUS PARTIES’ DIFFERENCES 


Pre-election Problems

JERUSALEM 

With the ach of the general elec- 
tion, self. the direct resuk of a split 
in the Coalition Government between 
the Religious Bloc and other constituents, 
the signs of a rift in the Religious Bloc 
itself are becoming more ominous. 

The four partners in the Religious 
Bloc——Agudat Israc!. Poale Aguda, Miz- 
rachi, and Hapoe! Hamizrachi—have 
always been uneasy pariners on economic 
matiers: their unity on rehgious issues 
was forced upon them by the opposition 
of other parties. Now they are seriously 
reviewing their positions and considering 
whether there should be one list for the 
Religious Bloc as there was in the last 
clections 

The biggest threat to the continued 
existence of the Bioc is, however, a 
dispute regardimg the division of such 
seats as might be won. At present six 
of the Religious Bloc’s 16 Knesset seats 
are held by Hapoel Hamizrachi: four 
by the Mizrachi: and three each by the 
Aguda and Poale Aguda 

Hapoel Hamizrachi claim that thei 
vrength entities them to half of what- 
ever seais may be objained, while the 
other parties are in violent dsagreemeni 
over sharing the remainder 

A further complication is that cach 
party is usell divided into factions. In 
the Mizrachi there is a personal rivalry 
berween Rabbi Maimon, who would 
like to retain the present coalition with 
Mapai. and Mr. Z. Pincus, a Tel Aviv 
banker, whose impatience of Left-wing 
politics comributed Jargely to the first 
Government crisis last October. 

In the Aguda the respective leaders of

Mr. Benjamin 
Miniz heads a group which is ready to 
co-operate with any Lefi-wing religious 
group, and so finds uself in conflict with 
the Aguda.
